Results of Soldier 
Vote Canvass to Be 
Received July 7 

Dates have been announced for 
a series of regional meetings of 
local Election Board Judges and 
Inspectors, at which their duties 
in connection with the soldier 
vote canvass will be explained. 
The Montgomery County Board 
of Elections, composed of County 
Commissioners Fred C. Peters. 
Foster C. Hillegass and Raymond 
K. Mensch, will conduct the meet- 
ings. 

The three Election Board mem- 
bers of each local election district 
will sit at the 191 polling places 
throughout the County on Mili- 
tary Ballot Day, July 7, to re- 
ceive the names of men and 
, women in the armed forces to be 
obtained by a canvass by the Civ- 
ilian Defense organization and 
other individuals. The law makes 
no provision for clerks of local 
Election Boards to sit on Military 
Ballot Day. 

The military vote canvass is 
scheduled to commence through- 
out the County, and most of the 
State, on Flag Day, June 14, and 
it is expected to be concluded by 
June 28.

Merion and Narberth will be held 
Hfc 8 P. M., June 12. at the Town- 
ship Building, Ardmore.

Overseas Packages 
Should Not Exceed 
Five Pounds 



Christmas cards and Christmas 
parcels for personnel of the armed 
forces overseas must be mailed 
during the period beginning Sep- 
tember 15, and ending October 15, 
and the earlier the better. The 
War Department advises that 
Christmas greeting cards for sol- 
diers overseas must be sent in 
sealed envelopes and prepaid at 
the first-class rate. 

No requests from the addressees 
are required in connection with 
Christmas parcels mailed to Army 
personnel during this period only. 
Patrons should endorse each gift 
parcel "Christmas Parcel". Special 
effort will be made to effect de- 
livery of all Christmas parcels 
mailed during that period in time 
for Christmas. 

In view of the urgent need for 
shipping space to transport ma- 
terials directly essential to the 
war effort, Christmas parcels shall 
not exceed the present limits oT 5 
pounds in weight or 15 inches in 
length or 36 inches in length and 
girth combined. These depart- 
ments have pointed out also that 
members of the armed forces are 
amply provided with food and 
clothing and the public is urged 
not to include such matter in gift 
parcels. Not more than one Christ- 
mas parcel or package shall be 
accepted for mailing in any one 
week when sent by or on behalf of 
the same person or concern to or 
for the same addressee. 

Christmas parcels for members 
of the Army personnel leaving 
home stations en route overseas 
shortly before or subsequent to 
October 16, 1944, will be accepted 
after October 15, up to and in- 
cluding December 10, 1944, upon 
presentation by the sender of a 
change of address, notification 
(W.D. A.G.O. Form 204 or equiv- 
alent notice) from the addressee 
received subsequent to September 
30, 1944, provided the parcels 
come within the prescribed limits 
of weight and size and are en- 
dorsed "Christmas Parcel". Only 
one such parcel wUl be accepted 
from any one person to any one 
individual having an overseas 
A. P. O. address. 



Vets Must Reclaim 
Jobs In 40 Days 

Capt. Gross Speaks 
At Rehabilitation 
Group Meeting 



In a talk to members of the 
Main Line Committee on Rehabil- 
itation of Servicemen, Captain H. 
M. Gross, chief of veterans per- 
sonnel of the State Selective Ser- 
vice System, explained the cooper- 
ating agencies' at the Bullock 
Sanderson Post headquarters, 
Ardmore. Monday. 

Several months ago the com- 
mittee heard W. O. Ugenfritz, vet- 
erans employment representative 
for Pennsylvania. With the knowl- 
edge passed on by Captain Gross, 
the head of the other branch of 
the program, the future picture of 
the homecoming servicemen, was 
completed. 

Captain Gross explained that a 
veteran has 40 days from the day 
of his discharge to report to his 
former employer to obtain his old 
.iob. If he fails to do so during this 
period, the employer's responsi- 
bility ceases. Under the new W. 
M. C. job order controlling em- 
ployment, a veteran has 40 days 
from the day of his discharge to 
free lance in finding a job before 
he comes under the jurisdiction of 
the TJ. S. Employment Service, the 
same as every other citizen. Cap- 
tain Gross said although this new 
WMC order had not been put into 
operation, he felt certain it would 
be in the very near future. 

Captain Gross reviewed a num- 
ber of cases of reemployment that 
are now on record in Harrisburg, 
to illustrate the number of com- 
plications that can arise in seem- 
ingly routine replacements. 

He said that in order that this 
nation do a good job of rehabilita- 
tion, committees like the local one 
are a vital necessity. It is like 
concrete, Captain" 1 ' GroSs pointed 
out, the Government agencies are 
the big stones in the concrete, and 
local committees are the rest of 
the mixture.

PROCLAMATION 



Issued by Governor Martin On Invasion 
i Day, June 6, 1944 

WHEREAS, today the greatest military movement in history 
has begun awaiting the decision which will shape the course of 
the world for generations to come; and 

WHEREAS, in this hour of our greatest need it behooves us, 
in deep humility, to ask the blessings of Almighty God upon our 
beloved Nation and upon our Allies who fight at our side for right- 
eousness and human liberty; and 

WHEREAS, it is our sacred duty to put forth all our vigor 
and determination in support of our heroic fighting men who must 
pay the price of victory in blood and suffering; 

NOW. THEREFORE, I, Edward Martin, Governor of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, do hereby proclaim this momentous 
day on which our armed forces have launched their drive for the 
liberation of the world as a Day of Work and Prayer for the citi- 
zens of Pennsylvania. 

Let us be deeply mindful on this day of our solemn obligation 
to those who fight for us and for all free men and for all enslaved 
mankind. Let us firmly resolve that there shall be no slackening 
in our war effort. 

Let us make this Day of Work and Prayer the greatest day of 
our war production and the beginning of the greatest period of 
production in our -war plants, on our farms and in our mines. 

Let us pray as we follow the plow, as we forge the steel, as we 
stand at the lathes, as the wheels turn and as the hammers ring. 
Let us pray in our homes and as we go about the work of the day, 
and while we work we may offer our thanks for past blessings and 
petition Almighty God in silent prayer to keep our sons and daugh- 
ters in his Holy care and protection. 

I urge also that all places of worship be open this Day of Work 
and Prayer and that the bells be rung at six P. M. today summon- 
ing the people to assemble at their respective places of worship. 
Let us all join in prayer, not only today but every day, that victory 
may be granted us soon, to lessen the burden of conflict and 
tragedy and that peace may come in a brighter world, ruled under 
God by Brotherhood and Justice.

GARDEN 
SUGGESTIONS 

By J. C. KENEALY 

_, The aerial invasion of insects 
nnd pests are with us to keep the 
victory gardener on his toes. Home 
front protection includes a good 
hand diu>.ter_ or sprayer, far. . effec- 
tive control of insects and plant 
diseases. Buy your insecticides be- 
fore they are needed. The duster 
or sprayer should be equipped 
with an extension and an angle 
nozzle and blower to make it easy 
to hit the undersides of the leaves 
where many insects do most of 
their feeding. 

Cabbage worms, which feed 
upon several vegetable garden 
crops besides cabbage and also on 
many flower garden plants, can be 
controlled if proper measures are 
taken early before the cabbage 
head begins to form. 

Three types of cabbage worms 
feed on leaves and also inside the 
head of cabbage. All are green 
caterpillars and they can easily be 
recognized either by their appear- 
ance or by the type of feeding on 
the leaves. They imported cab- 
bage worm has a velvety skin and 
is the larvae of the common white 
butterfly, often observed in large 
numbers over a, cabbage planting. 
Another is the cabbage looper 
which gets its name from its char- 
acteristics motion while crawling. 

The third kind, which we had 
more than our share of last year, 
is a small, flat, light green worm 
that eats the surface of the leaf. 
If disturbed, this caterpillar wrig- 
gles off the leaf and hangs by a 
slender silk thread it produces. 

All three kinds feed on cabbage 
and such related plants as broc- 
coli, brussel sprouts, kohlrubi, tur- 
nips, cauliflower and numerous 
flower garden plants. 

Prompt control can be had with 
a dustine of the plants with ro- 
tenone. Dusting should start be- 
fore the read starts to form. 
Otherwise it will be difficult to 
halt the damage when worms are 
feeding inside the heads. 

Egg plants and tomatoes are 
seriously infested this year with 
Fleabeetles, a tiny black insect 
which does its damage by sucking 
sap. These plants should be kept 
well dusted from now on.

On Foreign Policy 

Hoover Diplomat Tells 
Haverford Graduates 
How to Control Peace 



Last Wednesday evening at 
eight o'ciock. at the Windsor- 
Essex Inn, Lt. J. Sargent, repre- 
senting Commissioner E. S. Land. 
Administrator of Maritime Service 
by authority of Congress of the 
United States, presented to Mr. 
Frank F. Schulte, father of Third 
Assistant Engineer Alfred Theo- 
dore Schulte, the Marines Medal, 
in commemoration of the greatest 
service anyone can render cause or 
country. 

Third Assistant Engineer Schulte 
was lost when his ship the S. S. 
Roger B. Taney was torpedoed and 
sunk by the enemy February 9. 
1943. He was one of those men 
who today are so gallantly up- 
holding the traditions of those 
hearty marines who defied any- 
one to stop the American flag 
,|>om sailing the seas in the early 
uays of the republic. He was one 
of those men upon whom the Na- 
tion now depends to keep our ships 
afloat upon the perilous seas — to 
transport our troops across those 
seas, and carry to them the vitally 
needed material to keep them 
fighting until victory is certain 
and liberty secure. 

Mr. Frank T. Schulte is chef at 
the Windsor Essex Inn. Mi'. Bat- 
ten, proprietor of the Inn. his 
wife, their guests, Commander 
Pace of the Merion Legion Post. 
Postmaster Kelly, and many others 
witnessed the presentations of 
the Marines Medal to Mr. Schulte. 

Suspended from a red, white and 
blue ribbon, the Marines Medal 
is of bronze, similar in shape to a 
maltese cross, bearing in its center 
a silver disc on which are raised 
an anchor and an eagle. On the 
back of the medal is engraved 
"United States Merchant Ma- 
rine". Beneath the engraving is 
a wreath and a torch. This Marnes 
Medal is equivalent to the Purple 
Heart given by the Army.

Scotches Rumor That Red Cross 
Sells Blood Plasma To Wounded 



Captain J. W. Allen. Com- 
manding Officer of the Philadel- 
phia Naval Hospital, has issued 
the following statement: 

"It has recently come to my at- 
tention that a vicious rumor with 
regard to the United States Army 
and Navy, and the American Red 
Cross, has been spreading through- 
out the Philadelphia area. 

"This is a rumor so ugly in its 
implications, and so utterly false, 
that I take this opportunity to 
speak to you about it. 

"The rumor is to the effect 
that life-saving blood plasma, con- 
tributed voluntarily by our civilt 
ian population for our wounded 
men, and collected by the Red 
Cross Blood Donor Service, is sold! 
The rumor has many variations: 
sometimes it is that the blood is 
sold by the Red Cross. More of- 
ten, it is that the Army or Navy 
sells the plasma, the price varying 
according to the teller of the tale. 

"The sinister aspects of such a 
rumor must be apparent to any 
thinking person. Meantime, how- 



ever, many persons have, if not 
wholeheartedly believed the rumor, 
at least remained apathetic about 
donating their blood. 

"I wish to state, with all the 
emphasis of my authority as Com- 
manding Officer of the Philadel- 
phia Naval Hospital, that no blood, 
or blood plasma, is ever sold eith- 
er by the Red Cross or by the 
Army or the Navy. 

"The office of the Surgeons 
General of the Army and Navy 
has designated the American Red 
Cross as the official collecting 
agency for the blood necessary to 
produce dried blood plasma for 
the wounded, shocked and in- 
jured men. in all branches of the 
armed forces. 

"The Red Cross collects the 
blood volunteered by patriotic 
Americans, and delivers it free of 
charge to the processing labora- 
tories in the 35 cities which are 
privileged to have Blood Donor 
Centers. 

"Let me repeat, no wounded or 
injured man has ever paid tor 
plasma he has received."

ilitary Canvass 
Needs Volunteers 

2000 Workers Needed 
To Call At Homes. 



Arrangements are progressing 
satisfactorily for the State Mili- 
tary Ballot Information Canvass 
which is scheduled to run from 
June 14 to July 28. This will re- 
quire a call at every home within 
the Township. The organization is 
being built on the Sector lines and 
the Air Raid Warden Posts. Each 
Sector Coordinator of the Citizens 
Defense Corps will be responsible 
for the canvass in his Sector as- 
sisted by the Sector Chairman of 
the Community Aides. It is esti- 
mated that the canvass will re- 
quire the service of upwards of 
2,000 volunteers. The instructions 
are being issued to the canvassers 



and the necessary Information 
Cards are being distributed. Resi- 
dents of the Township are asked 
to cheerfully cooperae with the 
canvassers. The information to be 
requested is the minimum which 
is necessary to insure that the 
absent Service person receive a 
ballot in time to vote at the No- 
vember election. Information 
given the canvassers is confident- 
ial and will be divulged to no un- 
authorized persons. 

As an aid to the preparation of 
a war history for Montgomery 
County, the canvassers may ask 
information concerning demobil- 
ized persons, although this is not 
strictly a part of the canvass for 
the Military Ballot. Demobilized 
persons are back in civilian life 
and subject to the usual regula- 
tions for civilian voting. 

It seems entirely unnecessary to 
urge cooperation with this effort 
in the light of what our Service 
men are doing on the other side 
of the ocean. This is but a part of 
a larger effort to secure for them 
at home liberty and freedom for 
which they are fighting abroad.

the Senate envisaged by the Con- 
stitution. 

"My idea", stfid Mr. Gibson, "is 
that this Council of National De- 
fense should be an autonomous 
government department made up 
of full-time representatives of all 
branches of the government hav- 
ing to do with foreign affairs. It 
should for obvious reasons be un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Secre- 
tary of State and made up ol 
high-ranking, responsible repre- 
sentatives of the Departments of 
the Treasury, Commerce, War, 
Navy and some of the alphabeti- 
cal. I would also make the radi- 
cal suggestion that it should in- 
clude majority and minority rep- 
resentatives of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations and 
the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs." 
'The speaker criticized current 
efforts to repeal the two-thirds 
rule for ratification of treaties, 
substituting a mere majority vote 
of both Houses of Congress. 
"There was a reason", Mr. Gibson 
explained, "for prescribing a two- 
thirds vote. A treaty in the most 
formidable instrument we can 
adopt, far more binding than any 
domestic law that can be passed 
by a majority, vote. 

"It can nullify the laws and 
even the Constitutions of the sev- 
eral States and is therefore of spe- 
cial concern to Senators as rep- 
resentatives of the States." 

In the presence of the Haver- 
ford faculty and a large body of 
alumni, Mr. Gibson characterized 
the ignorance of Americans in the 
field of history as "shocking". He 
cited evidence of this ignorance 
among college students as dis- 
closed in the New York Times sur- 
vey a year ago, and concluded 
that in the field of international 
cooperation "we shall be seriously 
handicapped until our citizens are 
equipped with a better knowledge 
of history." 

Degrees were awarded to four- 
teen undergraduates, for the most 
part survivors of the class which 
entered Haverford, over one hun- 
dred strong, three months before 
Pearl Harbor.

What Kind of a Spray Shall I Use 
in My Garden Against Insects? 

The kind of spray you use de- 
pends upon the kind of insect which 
•you must combat. There are two 
general types of insects, and there 
are sprays suitable for each. You 
must consider whether you have 
chewing or sucking- insect9 and 
then buy your spray accordingly. 

What Is the Difference Between 
Chewing .and Sucking Insects? 

Chewing insects have mouth 
parts. We might say they have 
teeth, and they eat just like a cow 
eats grass in the pasture. Many of 
the eaters not only use their 
mouths to get food, but they use 
them also to burrow their way into 
the plants, thus making themselves 
a home. Typical of these are the 
borers which get into the vine 
crops, and the apple worm which 
eats its way into the apple. Other 
eaters live on the leaves of plants 
nnd will strip a plant if left alone. 
On the other hand, the sucking 
insects have long snouts or bills 
like a mosquito. They puncture the 
skin of the plant and draw sap 
through the snout. 

What Arc the Methods By Which 
You Kill the Two Types of Insects? 

Most insects at some time in 
their lives can be destroyed through 
what we call a contact spray. In 
other words, a spray which will 
paralyze and destroy them when it 
contacts their bodies. Black Leaf 
40 is such a spray and is used on 
almost all sucking insects. In fact, 
if it is used faithfully in the gar- 
den, it will usually do the entire 
job. For instance, on potato vines, 
Slack Leaf 40 will kill the Colo- 
rado potato beetle in the nymph 
stage. However, the grown beetles 
can be readily destroyed with lead 
arsenate sprayed on the leaves and 
at less cost. So we handle potato 
beetles in that way. On the other 



hand, lead arsenate is absolutely 
without effect on aphids. There- 
fore, Black Leaf 40 is used to con- 
trol them. 

How Shall I Apply Spray 

in the Garden for Best Results? 

There are two important rules to 
follow for successful spraying. One 
is to spray early, before the insects 
have become numerous, and the 
other rule is to spray thoroughly. 
These rules apply no matter what 
type of spray material you are 
using. If you will follow these two 
rules, your insect problem will 
largely be solved for you. The 




tendency on the part of the begin- 
ner is to neglect the under sides 
of the leaves. Insects hide away to 
keep from sunlight, birds and other 
enemies. Unless you jret down and 
get under, you haven't done a job. 

Why Do You Say 
Spray Early? 

The need for spraying early in 
the season, as soon as the garden 
gets started, lies in the fact that 
once insects start breeding, each 
individual increases in tremendous 
numbers. It is a lot easier to de- 
stroy millions of "generations un- 
born" of insects than to wait until 
they are hatched. There is no use 
letting insects get a start on you 
in trying to solve this problem 
later! If you spray early in the 
year and do a good job, your crop 
will come through with much less 
attention when, it reaches the ripen- 
ing stage.

COUNTRY DEPOSITS UP 137 PER CENT 

Demand deposits in country banks (consisting largely of ordinary 
checking accounts) increased 137 per cent from 1940 to April, 1944, 
according to the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. Such an in- 
creasing body of idle funds, more than twice that of four years ago, 
could cause inflationary trouble if country depositors began using 
their funds to bid against each other for the purchase of land at 
increasing prices, the BAE advises. Already land values have risen 
almost two-fifths above their pre-war average — an increase that is 
inflationary in many areas. Furthermore, in some of the principal 
farming areas the volume of land sales in 1943 surpassed previous 
high levels reached in 1919 and the number of farms resold after 
only a short period of ownership increased. Following the inflation 
of land values during the last war, land prices broke sharply in 1920. 
IDENTIFY VETERANS FULLY 

To facilitate prompt reply and to simplify identification, all mail 
addressed to the Veterans Administration on matters concerning 
veterans should give the full name of the veteran, the date of his 
birth, his serial number, rank and organization and the "C" and "N" 
numbers on any checks or letters received from the Veterans Admin- 
istration. The master index of this agency contains more than 19 
million names. Among these are over 200,000 Smiths, of which at 
least 12,000 have the given name of John. 

CIVILIAN GAS 43 PER CENT OF 1941 

Passenger car drivers now receive only 43 per cent as much gaso- 
line as they used in 1941, the Petroleum Administration for War 
says. While Americans have reduced passenger car mileage from 
the peacetime level by about 57 per cent, the English have reduced 
theirs by 88 per cent. 

FAMILIES WANT TO BUILD HOMES 

In a recent nationwide survey of consumer requirements, a large 
number of the families interviewed said they intend to use their 
savings for buying or building a house before buying durable goods, 
the War Production Board announces. Among durable goods covered 
in the survey, washing machines are now in greatest demand, with 
electric irons and mechanical refrigerators next in order. 

REFUNDS TO INCOME TAX PAYERS 

While one million 1943 income tax refunds have been made by 
the Treasury Department, it will be several months before all of 
approximately 18 million taxpayers will get refunds to which they 
are entitled, according to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
Each refund, however, will include interest at the rate of 6 per cent 
per year from March 15, this year, to the date the refund is scheduled. 
First attention was given to claims of members of the armed forces. 
No action is needed on the part of the taxpayer unless he has moved 
from the address shown on his return, in which case he should send 
both his old and new addresses to the collector of internal revenue 
in the district in which the return was filed. 

CHRISTMAS MAIL TO MEN OVERSEAS 

Christmas mail to armed forces overseas this year is expected to 
exceed last year's record. Plans are now being made by the Post 
Office, War and Navy Departments to handle this mail. From Sep- 
tember 15 to October 15, Christmas gift packages for men overseas 
will be accepted for mailing if they are no more than five pounds 
in weight, 15 inches in length and 36 inches in length and girth com- 
bined. Only one such package will be accepted from the same per- 
son to the same addressee during any one week, the War Department 
announces. 

ROUND-UP 

Special consideration will be given returning war veterans who 
apply for rationed farm machinery, WFA announces. . . A total of 
6,098 farm-type wheel tractors were produced during the week end- 
ing May 27, which represents the highest wartime production rate- 
yet attained, WPB reports. . . Synthetic vitamin C, which promotes 
healing of wounds, may now be made from sugar beet pulp through 
a new shorter process worked out by the National Bureau of 
Standards. 

The Office of Price Administration says: New ceiling prices will 
increase the retail cost of jumbo shrimp about 7 cents a can and 
large shrimp about 1 cent a can. . . The'june quota of new passenger 
cars available for rationing is the shortest supply of automobiles 
since the beginning of the war. . . The new celling prices for a 14- 
ounce can of codfish or haddock flakes will represent an increase of 
6% cents to the individual consumer.

everybody at this, station. And it's 
a new experi- 
ence for me, be- 
cause most of 
the combat men 
i I've been with 
I before wanted 
to feel finished 
forever when 
they went 
home. 

Every one of 
"my crew" has 
the distinguish- 
ed flying cross 
and the air 
medal, with 
clusters. They have had flak 
through their plane numerous 
times, but none of them has ever 
been hit. They expected it to be 
rough when the invasion started, 
but they were anxious to get it 
over with. 

In the past they have usually 
flown one mission a day over 
France, with occasionally two as 
the tempo of the spring bombings 
increased. But during the in- 
vasion they probably flew three 
and sometimes four missions a 
day. 

They will be in the air before 
daylight and they will come 
home from their last mission 
after dark. They will go for days 
and maybe weeks in a frenzied 
routine, eating hurriedly be- 
tween missions, snatching a few 
hours of weary sleep at night, 
and being up and at it again 
hours before daylight to shuttle 
back and forth across the Chan- 
nel. They and thousands of oth- 
ers like them. 



— is in some ways so routine that 
it is like running a big business. 

Usually a B-26 crewman "works" 
only about two hours a day. He 
returns to a life that is pretty 
close to a normal one. There is 
no ground war to confuse him or 
disturb him or even inspire him 
with its horror. His war is highly 
technical, highly organized, and in 
a way somewhat academic. 

Because of this it is easy to get 
bored. An air crewman has lots of 
spare time on his hands. Neither 
the officers nor the enlisted fliers 
have any duties whatever other 
than flying. 

When not flying they either loaf 
around their own huts, writing 
letters or playing poker or just 
sitting in front of the fire talking, 
or else they take leave for a few 
hours and go,, to the nearby vil- 
lages. They can go to dances or 
sit in the local pubs and talk. 

And every two weeks they get 
two days' leave. That again is 
something new to us who have 
been in the Mediterranean. Down 
there, fliers do get leave to go to 
rest camps, and even to town once 
in a while if there is a town, but 
there's nothing regular or auto- 
matic about it. These boys up 
here get their two days' leave 
twice a month just like clockwork. 
They can do anything they want 
with it. 

Most of them mgo 1- London. 
Others go to nearby cities where 
they have made acquaintances. 
They go to dances and night clubs 
and shows. They paint the town 
and blow off steam as any active 
man who lives dangerously must 
do now and then. They make 
friends among the British people

friends on the next trip to town. 
They do a thousand and one 
things on their leave, and it does 
them good. Also, it gradually 
creates an understanding between 
the two peoples that the other is 
all right in his own peculiar way. 

• • • 

After a certain number of mis- 
sions a crew is usually given two 
weeks' leave. Most of them spend 
it traveling. Our fliers often tour 
Scotland on these leaves. It's 
amazing the number of men who 
have been to Edinburgh and who 
love the place. They have visited 
Wales and North Ireland and the 
rugged southwestern cpast, and 
they know the Midlands and the 
little towns of England. 

These two -week leaves don't' 

substitute in the fliers' mind for 

a trip back to America. That's 

all they live for. That's what 

they talk about most of the time. 
A goal is what anyone over- 
seas needs — a definite time limit 

to shoot for. Naturally it isn't 

possible right at this moment to 

send many people home, and 

the fliers appreciate and accept 

that fact. But since the invasion 

has started and the first period 

of furious intensity has passed, 

our veteran fliers hope to start 

going home in greater numbers.

Lieut. Bill Collins, who goes by 
the name of Chief, is what is 
known as a "hot pilot." 

He used to be a fighter pilot, and 
he handles his Marauder bomber 
as though it were a fighter. He is 
daring, and everybody calls him a 
"character." but his crew has a 
fanatical faith in him. 

Chief is addicted to violent 
evasive action when they're in 
flak, and the boys like that be- 
cause it makes them Harder to hit.

Lieut. Jack Arnold is the one 
they call Red Dog. He is only 22, 
although he seems much older to 
me.

He was 
an infantryman for a year and a 
half before he finally went to bom- 
bardier school and got wings for 
his chest and bars for his shoul- 
ders. 

He figures that as a bombard- 
ier he has killed thousands of 
Germans, and he thinks it is an 
excellent profession.

Red Dog is friendly and gay 
and yet he is a fundamentally 
serious man who lakes the war 
to heart.
